Okla). presiding at an inquiry 
into recent military-civilian colli- 
sions that took 61 lives, applauded 
the five-point presidential moves. 


"We^eed round the clock\pcr- 


formancc to get them into gear 
and eliminate dangers on the atr- 
ways that exist today," he said. 


Carl Christcnson. speaking for 


United Airlines, also supported 
the White House efforts to avoid 
crashes between civilian and mil- 
itary air traffic. 


"There is no single solution to 


this problem," Christenson, a vet- 
eran commercial pilot, said. He 
noted that the airways moderni- 
zation board has a broad program 
for improving air safety as high 
speed jet planes increase in num- 
ber. 


Present air space congestion, he 


said, results from "many more 
airplanes than we expected and 
by 1965 there will be twice as 
many as today." 


Although the industry and offi- 


cials talk about air traffic con- 
gestions around New York City, 
Washington and the East Coast, 
Christcnson said an actual count 
would show that "Los Angeles 
probably is the most congested air 
space we have in the country to- 
day." 


He proposed that the Civil Aero- 


nautics Administration tighten Its 
regulations to require that all traf- 
fic maintain definite separations 
and altitudes on both visual and 
instrument flying. 


"The young fellow who is flying 


a high performance jet has his 
hands full," he said, adding that 
safety regulations must give him 
ample space even for slight er- 
rors.

Premier's Burden Crows 
U.S. Seeks To Avert 
Spreading Of Strife

WASHINGTON—W>—The United States was reported today to 


be working to prevent the French-Algerian crisis from spreading 
into Tunisia and Morocco. 


Officials said efforts, necessarily very limited, are concentrated 


on urging restraint on French and 
North African leaders. Presumab- 
ly this country is making its views 
known through the embassy in 
Paris and its consulate-general in 
Algiers. 


Officials said French Premier 


Pierre Pflimlin faces an almost 
impossible task in trying simul- 
taneously to strengthen the posi- 
tion-of his government, find a 
solution for the Algerian problem 
and reform the French constitu 
Uon. 


The greatest immediate danger 


seen here is not in Paris but in 
North Africa. Washington fears 
that Tunisia and Morocco may be- 
come involved because of the 
presence of large French military 
forces in those countries which 
only recently achieved indepen- 
dence from France. 


Clashes were reported between 


French and Tunisian forces at 
Gafsa in south central Tunisia and 
Remada, farther to the south near 
the Libyan border.

El Mehdi ben Aboud said his gov- 
ernment also has demanded im- 
mediate evacuation of all French 
troops in his country.

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'Another Blow 


IF YOU CAN imagine a good-sized 


English sports car orbiting the -earth 
at heights up to 1,100 miles, you have 
a good notion what the Russians have 
done in dispatching Sputnik '111. This 
2,900-pound space vehicle should do 
more than correct for any fresh com- 
placency that might have followed from 
our own success in launching three 
satellites. The fact is the new Soviet 
vehicle is carrying over 2,100 pounds 
ot scientific instruments. Obviously the 
Russians are prepared for extensive 
research into outer space. 


WE CANNOT entirely satisfy our- 


iclves by referring to Russia's equip- 
ment as bulky and crude, while stress- 
ing that our own highly miniaturized 
instruments 
represent 
technical 


achievement of a high order. Some ot 
our jcicntisls say flatly that Sputnik 
III is outfitted to make several tests 
of the atmosphere and of radiation 
which America's spinning'. satellites 
cannot make. Nor is it exactly a total 
answer to Russia's accomplishment in 
firing IhU heavy device into space to 
My that we are concentrating our big 
rocket effort on long-range military 
mlisiles. The Soviet Union is presumed 
by many experts to b« from months to 
perhaps two years ahead of us in the 
long-range rocket field. 


ONCE AGAIN THE Russians have 


reminded ui —and the world — that 
their ttunnJflg feat of late 1957, tho 
launching of the first two Sputniks, 
was no freak. They are in this game 
to stay, and obviously they know how 
to play it. Our satellite launchings 
did not represent a quick reassertion 
of American technical and scientific 
superiority but simply a demonstration 
of our own staying power in a long 
drawn-out match of talent and re- 
sources. In this match Russia has just 
struck another offensive blow. The 
world will be watching the 
United 


States for iU next ilrokc, knowing 
that the struggle for the conquest of 
space is inescapably bound up with 
the Kremlin's tirelcsi battle for tho 
conquest of the earth.

Technological advances of recent years 
have lessened the need for physical, 
activity on the part of our young 
people, stales the proclamation, with 
a consequent adverse effect on the 
health of our nation.

Outline Need 
For Railroad 
Legislation 


B&O President Says 
Congress Should 
Correct Inequities 


Howard E. Simpson, president 


of the B&O Railroad, last night 
urged the people to demand that 
Congress give the nation's rail- 
roads relief from handicaps sap- 
ping their strength. 


Simpson said "if all the people 


are made aware of the grave 
dangers besetting the industry 
there will be a concrete demand 
for corrective legislation by Con- 
gress." His address was read 
last night at the annual conven 
tion of the B&O Veterans Em- 
ployes Association u n d e r w ay 
here. 


Simpson was scheduled to per- 


sonally deliver the speech, copies 
of which have been sent to 25,000 
persons, including the railroad's 
stockholders and others in public 
life. 


But he was delayed in Washing- 


ton where he testified Thursday 
before the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
which is considering the legisla 
tion he urged in his speech. W. C. 
Baker. B&O vice president in 
charge of operations, read Simp- 
son's speech to some 600 persons 
attending the convention banquet. 


Using "The Playing Field" as 


his theme. Simpson urged rail- 
roaders, stockholders and the pub 
lie in general to get down out, of 
the grandstands and into the game 
by writing their congressmen de 
manding corrective legislation. 


"Much of our competition is pro- 


vided with many facilities from 
public 
funds," Simpson said. 


"Ironically, the railroads contrib 
nte a substantial portion of those 
funds. In contrast, the railroads 
present one of America's great 
do-it-yourself examples. We buy 
our own, we build our own, we 
maintain our own, and we pay 
taxes on our own." 


He said the railroads have been 


deprived of a fundamental right— 
the American right to compete, 
and the present policy of continu 
Ing to treat the railroads as mo 
noplics is slowly but surely under- 
mining their vitality. 


He said all that is needed for 


better rail transportation service, 
regular employment and for 
sound future is to apply exactly 
the same rules of regulation, the 
same rules of taxation, the same 
rules of sclfsupport to each form 
of transportation, whether rail, 
highway, waterway or airway. 


Simpson said the railroads are 


unable reasonably to compete due 
to "unfair and obsolete regula 
tioas. He said the loss in rail traf- 
fic is not a result of the current 
downturn in business but goes 
much deeper—"to Ihe Jong-existing 
sharp and destructive inequality 
between the regulations to which 
the railroads, are required to 
march and those to which their 
competitors are free to step 
along." 


Simpson said the railroads are 


gratified that the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Surface Transportation, 
headed by Sen. Smathers (D-Fla). 
has recommended deferment of 
taxes, competitive rate making 
and repeal of the excise tax on 
transportation of passengers and 
measures. 


He said the proposed legislation 


docs not encompass all (hat the 
railroads need or asked for but he 
called it a step in the right di- 
rection.
